The Jews in China. 


Mr. Evrron,—I have lately received from 
Mr. R. Cole, of the London Missionary Soci- 
ety, Hong Kong, several sheets, fac-similes 
of the manuscripts in the ancient Hebrew, 
obtained at a Jewish temple several hun- 
dred miles in the interior of the country, 
We learn by a description which accompa- 
nies these sheets, that the existence of a 
body of Jews in a remote province of the 


Chinese empire, came to the knowledge of 


the Jesuit missionaries, early in the 17th 
century in the following manner :— 

“A Jewish scholarand expectant of civil 
promotion, a na*ive of that city, temporarily 
resident at Peking, introduced himself to 


the Missionaries, and announced himself of 


the same religion as the foreigners. Being 
led by Ricci to view the interior of the 
ue and the paintings above the altar 
and around the sides of the building, he pro- 
ceeded to bow before the various pictures, 
professing, however, to orm this unusual 
act, only in imitation of his guide and con- 
ducter, and as a homage to the great ances- 
tors of his race. It was only by means ofa 
subsequent explanation, that the misunder- 
standing was removed, and the fact of the 
mutual distinctness of the two religions be- 
came clear to the mind of each. 
The interesting information obtained from 
_ this Jewish visitor, led Ricci three years af- 
terwards, ‘ despatch a Chinese Christian 
to K’ ng-foo, to test the accuracy of his 
statements. A copy of of the Pen- 
tateuch in Hebrew was brought back by 


the messenger. Other Israelites arrived in 
Peking, and interesting communications took 
place. 


From this information and that received 
from other sources, the Rev. Dr. Medhurst 
was led to devise a plan for despatching 
some trustworthy native messengers into 
those parts/of the interior,where Jews were 
formerly known to be. The services of two 
Chinese Christians, in the employment of the, 
above Society, were made available for the 
mission. They made a visit to the city 
where the Jewish temple is situated,and re- 
turned* bringing with them the Hebrew 
manuscripts, of which we have the fac- 
simile. 

The diary of the Chinese visitors, a por- 
tion of which we copy, will acquaint the 
reader with the general. condition of the 
Jewish community at K’hae-fung-foo :— 

“After a tedious journey of twenty-five 
daysythey at length entered the east gate of 
the city; and pursuing their course along 
the Great East-gate street, in accordance 
with the inf tion which they had lately 
acquired on the journey, they soon turned 
to the northwards, and at no great distance, 
arrived at the site of the Jewish syna 
facing to the-eastward. Here, in the midst 
of a surrounding population, two-thirds of 
whom were professors of Mahommedanism, 
and close adjoining to a heathen temple 
dedicated to the “ god of fire,” a few Jew- 
ish families, sunk in the lowest poverty and 
destitution, their religion scarcely more than 
a name, and yet sufficient to separate 
them from the multitude around, ex to 
trial, reproach, and the pain of long-deferred 
hope, remained the unconscious depositaries 
of the oracles of God, and survived as the 
solitary witnesses of departed glory. Nota 
single individual could read the Hebrew 
books; they had been without a Rabbi for 
fifty years. The expectation of a Messial 
seems to have been entirely lost. The rite 
of circumcision, which appears to have been 
observed at the period of their discovery by 
the Jesuits two centuries ago, had been to- 
tally discontinued. The worshippers within 
the synagogue faced towards the west; but 
whether in the direction of Jerusalem or to- 
wards the suspended tablets of the empe- 
rors, no clear information was obtained. 
The synagogue itself was tottering in ruitfs; 
some of the ground had been alienated to 

pagan rites, and a portion of the fallen ma- 

terials sold to the heathen. 
time previously, the petitioned 
Chinese emperor to have pity on their 
'; poverty, and to rebuild their temple. No 
reply had been received from Ags pe 
to this feeble hope they still clung. Out of 
seventy family names or clans, only seven 
how remained, numbering about 200 indi- 
viduals in all, dispersed over the neighbor- 
hood. A few of them were shopkeepers in 
the city ; others were agriculturists at some 
little distance from the suburbs; while a few 
families also lived in the temple precints, 
almost destitute of raiment and shelter. Ac- 
cording to present appearances, In the judg- 
ment of our native messengers, after a few 
rs,all traces of Judaism will probably 
ve disappeared, and this Jewish remnant 
have been amalgamated with and absorbed 
Into surrounding Mohammedanism. 
/ Although the messengers were afterwards 


suddenly interrupted in their researches 
within the sy and their departure 
from the city itself was su uently has- 
tened by fear, they remained for a period 
sufficient to enable them to accomplish the 
main object of their visit. They copied 
many inscriptions in Chinese, 
and a few in Hebrew, which are appended

Though in them- 
selves interesting and valuabie, they are 
probably much inferior in interest and value 
to the twelve rolls of vellum containing the 
Law, each 30 feet in length by two or hase 
in breadth, which ur messengers examined 
in the holiest of holiest. Measures are al- 
ready in progress for p ing these latter 
M. S8.8., which would bea worthy addition 
to some one of our national institutions, and 
for bringing down to Shangkae any Israel- 
ites who might be induced to visit that city.

hey returned to Shanghae 1n Ju'y, having 
met with complete success in their mission 
| Six of the twelve rolls of the Law, which 
they saw during their previous visit, each 
aerate. Ep complete copy of the whole 
Pentateuch, were purchased for 400 taels of 
silver (about £130) fram the Jews duly as- 
sembled to the number of 500 persons ; and 
ithe MBG. were conveyed in open day from 
the syna to the lodigings of our t'a- 
vellers. They are each written in a fine 
legible hand on thick sheep-skins sewed to- 


| gether, and are without points, or any of the 


modern divisions into sections or even books. 
They are in excellent preservation, except 
one, which was injured by a flood during 
the Ming Dynasty, but is considered criti- 
cally of the greatest value. During the first 
visit our travefers, by mistaking family 
names for individuals, greatly underrated 
the number of the Jewish community. Cir- 
cumcision also appears to be practised, 
though the tradition respecting its origin and 
object appears to be lost among them. 
Forty other smaller Hebrew MSS. were also 
brought away, which, on farther examina- 
tion, may possibly throw light on their early 
history and migration. 

Two Chinese Jews also accompanied our 
travelers on their return, and are now re- 
siding under the roof of Dr. Medhurst at 
Shanghae, in order to study Hebrew, the 
knowledge of which has been entirely lost 
among them. They appear to have a great 
desire to re-establish the Hebrew services in 
their synagogue. They have expressed also 
a willingness to send down their children 
for instruction; and the Bishop of Victoria 
| indulges the hope that he may ibly ob- 
tain hereafter two Jewish students for the 
Missionary college of St. Paul’s at mers 
nap now nearly completed, and institute 
for the object of training native missionaries 
for China. A portion of the MSS. are sent 
to the “ London Society for Promoting Chris- 
tianity among the Jews,’’ Chatham Place, 
Blackfriars, by the present montly steamer.” 


As we look upon the fac-similes of these 
Hebrew manuscripts, the strange and an- 
tique characters with which they are writ- 
ten, awaken feelings of awe and sublimity 
in the mind. For many centuries they have 
preserved truths relating to the existence 
and unity of the Supreme Being in the midst 
of a nation of idolators. The purity and 
dignity of the doctrines which they taught» 
continued to utter a protest against idolatry 
and superstition, until the language in which 
they were written became obsolete and un- 
intelligble. 

These ancient characters were the symbols 
of thought to a language which flourished 
its period on earth, while the nation to 
which it was vernacular had an independ- 
ent existence, and then passed from the or- 
dinary use of men. These are the relics 
which it has left behind, the memorials of 
ages long past. In this language, so ancient 
and venerable, the Holy Scriptures were 
written. The characters themselves seem 
| to our eyes the sign manucl of the holy men 
of old, in testimony of the antiquity of the 
Word of God. In the language itself, now | 
obsolete, save in the knowledge of the learn. 
ed, we have the proof: thet the Bible is not, 
as some would have it, a work of modern 
invention, but that its first existence was 
contemporaneous with that of the patriarchs, 
kings and prophets— who used this lan- 
guage asa vehicle of their thoughts; and 
in the symbols which we now see before us, 
transmitted them to future ages. 
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The copies of the Law, writtef in ancient 
Hebrew, found in. different portions of the 
earth, bear unngistakable evidence of anti- 
quity. Though found in places entirely 
isolated from each other, their ¢dincidence 
in language is ‘such as to show that they 
have the commadn drigin, while the very se- 
clusion and obs@urity in which t copies 
have remained forages, render one an 
independent witpess of the authenticity of 
the Scriptures.

Santa Cavz, April 1%h, 1852. 

Messrs. Editors-I send you tines 
on the p-ogress of events here. ‘his being 
one of the “nooks and corners,”*. we have 
none of those rapid and startling ‘occurren- 
ces which transpire in your great gities. This 
is the country—the valley among the moun- 
tains, where peace and good orjer gener- 
ally prevail—the talk being not ‘abcut the 
last robbery, or murder, but respscting the 
likelihood of the crops, and how thuch land 
farmer so and so is going to put ypder cul- 
tivation. Let others be as they nay, Santa 
Cruz is about as safe, and almost jis enjoya- 
ble as any of the good old places, even in 
New England. We have | 
—healthfulness of climate—fertility of soil, 
and a quiet and prospering community. 
What more do we require, excepf€ the want, 
in California generally, of ladi¢s. Well, 
these, too, are Coming. Husband and lover 
are bringing them and receiving them, and 
so even in this way, at least, by apd by, our 
wants will be supplied. > 

I cannot help thinking that this;would be 
one of the finest situations for a gaod school. 
A good school, an a liberal basis, would be 
a great blessing ; and this we mgst really 
have, sooner or later, for quite a dumber. of 
children go no where, and this will never 
do to continue long, ot. 

A great deal of land has been ‘fenced in 
and broken sincé last year, and the farmers 
are extending théir lines in every'‘direction. 

This year a large quantity ‘of grain 
has been put ‘into the ground, ayd onions 
are to be raised in great abundan¢¢ ; that is, 
if the cultivators have :. st too much to attend 
‘to, otherwise the weeds will chofe the on- 
ions as they did last year. % 

We are likely to send from this place a 
great deal of lime during the comifg season. 
Quite a number of choice spots have been 
selected, and various individuals ate making 
their preparations. They are also beginning 
to get out blocks:of lime stone fo building 
and ornamental .purposes, but aj present 
they are rather trying what canbe done 
than really entering into that business. 

A very excellent tannery has ‘also been 
started, with a splendid run of water pas- 
sing through it, and the pits are cut in the 
the solid rock. The leather is made up by 
the proprietors into saddles, harness, &c. 
The bark is obtained in the valley, and is 
found to be of a yery superior quality. 

A very good building has at lef#igth been 
bought for a Court House, and wii] soon be 
adapted to its propér use. This has turned 
out of house and home the Sons of Temper- 
ance, but it may -be the means of?inducing 
them to build a place of their own, A read- 
ing society was started some time back, and 
if it were only a little further ahead, this 
and the Sons might unite in puiting up a 
building; but it is too much for an infant to 
do a man’s work.’ By-the-by, how delight- 
ful it is to get once more the old magazines 
and reviews. With one of these in:our hand 
we can almost think ourselves ‘again at 
home—in the old place. Nay! we¢an even 
go back to our opce happy college days. 
How time rushes on! Surely we must be 
changing ! 

As soon as the ‘weather will permit, it is 
the intention of the owners of a stgall pier, 
which was put up lest year and answered a 
very good purpose, to lengthen it considera- 
bly. This will bg of great use as” we may 
expect a pretty abondant supply ‘to leave 
this place this year for the San F 
market. But what'we also want is#steamer 
to ply at regular intervals, betweeg this and 
the great city.. Then could the fatmers ap- 
ply themselves to’the raising of végetables, 
poultry, &c., and the manufacture pf butter. 
To this, however, we are looking forward, 
and in a year ar two we think it must cer- 
tainly come. Last year we. kept some four 
or five vessels constantly at work during 
the season, but this year we shal}, require 
‘considerably more to take off oursupplies. 
Iam happy to say that on Sunday P. M., 
March 14th, a Church of the Congregational 
order was founded inthis place. The num- 
ber that united in. 
very fair begisining for this little valley. it 
was a most delighsful season—all esteeming 
it a very great privilege to be again in the 
bonds, and once more partakers of:the bles- 


sed repast. May God bless this infant 


cif 
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church, and located in a valley so green—so 
beautiful—so flourishing, may it ever, prove 
its spiritual equal. As Santa Cruz is almost 
by itself, there was present no minister nor 
church of the same order; but the Rev. Mr. 
Dryden, the Minister of the Methodist 
Church, preached the sermon, and the mem- 
bers of that body having been invited, were 
ulso present and recognized at the table, the 
sister Church. 

On Sunday, March 21st, a very numerous- 
ly attended meeting was held in the Congre- 
gational Chapel, by the religious and moral 
portion of the community, to bring before 
the inhabitants the question of the Sabbath. 
Here, as elsewhere in this State, the stores, 
with une honorable exception, are kept open 
and much other work is done on the Sab- 
bath. It was a most encouraging meeting, 
sand a committee was appointed, viz: the 
Congregational and Methodist Ministers, and 
the Padre, to wait on the store keepers and 
express the wish of the assembly. The 
meeting was adjourned to receive the report. 
It remains to be seen whether the Padre 
will act, as many Roman Catholics are not 
opposed to Sabbath, work. 

On Wednesday night, March 24th, was 
held in the Methodist Chapel the first anni- 
versary of Eureka Division, No. 4, of the 
Sons of Temperance. The speakers on the 
occasion wére the Revs. Messrs. Dryden 
and Hinds. It was an interesting meeting, 
and as an effect, I may mention, that at the 
next gathering of the order there were nine 
propositions for membership. 

I have thustold you a deal about 
our beautiful little valley, and I am afraid I 
may have tired yourselves and your readers. 
But this is, I suppose, one of the things you 
want—information of what is going on 
around you, in this, our advancing State. I 
will now close by saying that we hope to 
make this valley, ere long, not only a place 
for growing potatoes, but a peaceful and 
happy home for some of our city mining 
friends; that-when they have faithfully 
worked and carefully laid by a litle of the 
bright and yellow dust, they then quit 
their hand hardening and heart hardening 
labor, and come to this pretty, tranquil val- 
ley; and here, in the midst of lovely scenes 
have their cottage and garden, and cows 
and pigs and poultry, and in these enjoy- 
ments, spend a long and useful life, devoted

Freedom and its Foes. 


It is mournful to see the ingenuity with 
which the minions of Austria, here and else- 
where, labor to undermine the reputation 
of the Hungarian Governor, and to iuter- 
rupt the favor with which he has been and 
is received by the American people. A 
variety of motives may contribute to this. 
As to those of his countrymen who have 
been enlisted in this service, personal hos- 
tility, political disagreement, jealousy, or a 
desire to court Austrian favor—some or all 
of these, undoubtedly, have been the impulse 
behind their pens, which has caused them 
to color every act of Kossuth, and to un- 
dertake to impeach, sometimes the prudence 
of his policy, sometimes his intellectual 
powers, sometimes his honesty, and at oth- 
ers his courage and patriotism, and which 
has, at last, pushed them so far as to at- 
tempt the justification of the treason of 
Gorgey himself. The London Times, of 
course, has a different, and qnite transpar- 
ent object, and the Austrian emissaries here. 
But the Esterhazys, the Batthyanyis, the 
Szemeres, it is easy to see that the glorious 
reputation which Kossuth has won, not only 
amid his own people, but in England and 
America, has so overshadowed their names 
and deeds, and pushed them so far irto the 
perspective, that they can only reemerge 
into the public view by assaulting Kossuth 
himself; and so, too indolent, too feeble, or 
too unpatriotic to follow his bright exam- 
ple, they employ their valuable leisure, in 
defaming the character of their country’s 
champion.

He shook the dust 
from his feet at the dark frowning gates of 
Despotism, and entered the rosy portals of 
the Republic.

On the 19th August, 1851, the Commis. 
sioners were required by the Secretary of 
the Interior, to mect at Washington City, on 
the 10th Sept. following, to enter upon the 
duties of their office. 

On the 11th Sept., 1851, the President of 


the U. S., directed the Board to hold their 


first session at the City of San Francisco, in 
the State of California, on Monday, the 8th 
day of December, 1851, and to give public 
notice thereof accordingly ; which was done 
on the same day by the Commissioners. 

On the 8th Dec., 1851, Commissioners Hall 
and Wilson met at San Francisce. Com- 
missioner Thornton, and Secretary Carr, 
absent. ‘Adjourned to 31st December, 1851. 

On the 31st Dec., 1851, the majority of the 
Board met; also the Law Agent present. 
Commissionér Thornton and Secretary Carr 
absent. Board organized in part, and pro- 
ceeded to business, preliminary to its full 
organization, and adjourned to January 21st, 
1852. 

On the 21st Jan., 1852, the Board met and 
organized in full, appointing Commissioner 
Hall, Chairman. Adopted rules and regu. 
lations for its government and for the order 
of its proceedings, and ordered the same to 
be printed—containing the 8th and 9th arti- 
cles of the treaty with Mexico, signed at 
Hidalgo, on the 2d Feb., 1848. The act of 
Congress, approved March 3d, 1851, crea_ 
ting the Board. The instructions to Com- 
missioners from the Department of the In- 
terior, of Sept. 11th, 1851; and the regula- 
tions of the Commissioners of the 10th Jap., 
1852, for distribution and public informa- 
tion, declared its session permanent, and 
commenced receiving the petitions and no- 
tices of claimants. ' 

On the 31st Jan., 1852, J. B. Carr resigned 
his office as Secretary, which having been 
accepted, Geo. Fisher was appointed on the 
2d Feb. to fill the vacancy, pro tem; which 
appointment wus on the Ist April, 1852, con- 
firmed and made permanent. 

On the 9th Feb., additional regulations were 
adopted, authorizing parties to contest the 
rights of the claimants by means of inter- 
vening, in the original cases.
